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CAISTOR  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  forward  you  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1913. 

The  Caistor  Rural  Sanitaiy  District  consists  of  fifty  parishes,  and  covers  an  area 
of  116,206  acres.  It  is  entirely  agricultural.  Fur  purposes  of  registration  it  is  divided 
into  two  districts — (1)  Caistor,  (2)  Market  Rasen,  the  latter  township  being  excluded. 

GEOLOGICAL  FOEMATIOxN. 

On  the  eastern  side  of  the  district  is  the  range  of  downs  called  the  Wolds,  which, 
running  in  a gentle  south-easterly  direction,  attain  an  altitude  of  fiom  300  to  548  feet. 
The  summit  ridge  is  composed  of  chalk  of  an  average  depth  of  less  than  100  feet.  The 
greater  part  of  the  frontal  slope  is  composed  of  jurassic  clays  and  of  the  lower 
cretaceous  rocks. 

This  high  ground  is  intersected  with  numerous  valleys,  inclining  generally 
towards  the  east.  To  the  east  and  west  the  chalk  dips  under  impervious  beds  of  clay. 

From  the  foot  of  the  Wolds  westwards  the  formation  is  of  clay,  belts  of  glacial 
drift  and  blown  sand,  with  an  outcrop  of  Lincolnshire  limestone  in  the  western  bolder 
of  the  district. 

The  most  interesting  of  the  superficial  deposits  is  the  blown  sand  which  has  a 
wide  spread,  and  often  attains  a considerable  thickness  Under  the  name  of  Moor 
Sand,  it  is  found  overlaying  the  clay  at  Clixby  Moor,  Caistor  Moor,  Holton  le-Moor, 
Usselby  Moor,  &c.,  and  round  about  Market  Rasen,  where  it  gives  rise  to  the 
characteristic  pine  and  heath  vegetation.  It  originally  came  in  the  track  of  westerly 
winds  from  the  valley  of  the  Ancholme. 

RAINFALL. 

The  rainfall  is  important  as  a source  of  underground  water  supply.  According 
to  the  Geological  Survey  Memoir,  the  Wold  district  is  the  wettest  part  of  Lincolnshire, 
with  a mean  annual  rainfall  of  27-5  inches.  The  rainfall  in  the  Carr  district  is  appreci- 
ably less. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  chalk  being  of  a highly  permeable  nature  absorbs  a large  amount  of  the  rain- 
fall, and  where  clay  is  banked  up  against  it,  springs  burst  out  in  the  valleys  and  along 
the  fi'ontal  slope.  On  the  higher  grounds,  and  torvards  the  water-shed,  the  water  finds 
its  way  rapidly  to  the  east  and  west,  and  the  amount  of  absorption  varies  also  with 
plant  growth.  The  result  is  that  the  supply  is  often  intermittent.  The  difficulty  is 
overcome  in  nearly  all  these  cases  by  the  installation  of  wind-driven  pumps  and  rams  at 
the  lower  levels.  In  some  few  cases,  as  at  Rothwell  and  Thoresrvay,  where  the  “inliers  ” 
of  Carstone  give  rise  to  small  streams,  overshot  water-wheels  are  used  to  operate  the 
pumps. 

There  are  still  in  the  high  Wolds,  however,  some  farms  and  houses  which  depend 
on  rain-water  storage  for  their  supply,  and  some  others  are  supplied  from  surface  wells 
whicti  are  not  always  free  from  the  risk  of  pollution.  The  quality  of  the  Wold  water  is 
uniformly  good  when  it  is  derived  from  deep  wells  or  borings  in  the  chalk 

A study  of  the  .Survey  Map  will  show  a series  of  villages  at  the  base  of  the 
western  slope  of  the  Wolds,  beginning  at  Rigby  on  the  north  and  ending  at  North 
Willingham  on  the  south.  These  villages  occupy  an  intermediate  position,  and  owing 
to  their  proximity  to  the  hills  are  generally  well  supplied  with  water,  with  the  exception 
of  Grasby  and  Sear  by.

The  absence  of  springs  in  the  case  of  the  two  last-named  villages  may  be  due  to 
tlie  disappearance  of  the  Neocnminn  locks,  which  prevents  the  water  being  properly 
held  np.  and  also  to  the  existence  of  certain  ponds  in  the  low  country,  which  appear  to 
be  fed  by  sand  pipes  through  the  boulder  clay.  In  any  case  there  is  direct  evidence  to 
show  that  a large  quantity  of  water  is  passing  from  east  to  west  in  the  red  chalk  above 
Grasby. 


In  the  Carr  District  the  water  is  of  sufficient  quantity  but  variable  in  quality. 
The  wells  sunk  in  the  blue  clay  are  generally  irnsatisfactory,  whilst  those  sunk  thiough 
the  boulder  clay  to  the  gravel  show  a decided  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  water. 
.\n  example  of  the  latter  is  the  “ By  Well,”  ancient  as  its  name  implies,  at  North  Kelsey 
village,  which  j-ields  a never-failing  supply  of  good  water.  The  majority  of  the  wells  in 
the  low  country  are  flush  with  the  surface,  and  many  of  them  are  unlined  or  otherwise 
protected  from  contamination  But  apart  from  preventible  pollution,  the  presence  of 
the  salts  of  iron  in  the  water  derived  from  the  clays  sometimes  renders  it  unpalatable, 
and  occasionally  gives  rise  to  an  unpleasant  odour. 

There  is  a continuous  water  supply  at  Brocklesby,  Caistor,  Claxby,  Holton, 
Kirmond-le  Mire,  Limber,  Moortown,  Nettleton,  Owmby,  Somerby,  and  Walesby. 

The  supplies  at  Brocklesby,  Caistor  and  Limber  are  derived  from  wells  sunk  in 
the  chalk  The  other  places  mentioned  are  supplied  from  water  impounded  in  the  hills 
and  piped  to  their  respective  destinations. 

The  eight  lower  houses  of  this  Terrace  have  been  supplied  with  water  during  the 

year 

Orders  have  been  given  for  a third  bore  to  be  made  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
village  on  ground  belonging  to  the  Parish  Council. 

I am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Market  Rasen  Water  Company  have 
concluded  their  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  the  village.  With  the  completion  of  the 
Reservoir  and  the  provision  of  Mains  throughout  the  system,  all  that  remains  before 
connecting  up  is  the  sanction  of  the  Engineer,  when  the  undertaking  becomes  complete. 

I beg  to  report  that  the  water  supply  at  Grasby,  Searby,  Middle  Rasen,  Cabourne, 
North  Kelsey  Road,  Swallow,  Normanby-le-Wold,  and  South  Kelsey  is  defective. 

Two  plans  for  the  water  supply  of  this  village  have  been  laid  before  the  District 
Council.  The  first,  submitted  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Silcock,  Leeds,  provides  for  a “ duplicate 
set  of  deep  well  pumps  driven  by  gearing  placed  over  the  top  of  the  well,  and  the 
motive  power  would  consist  of  an  Oil  Engine  and  a Windmill.”  The  covered  service 
Reservoir  of  ordinarj-  concrete  construction  would  store  not  less  than  two  days  con- 
sumption of  water.  3-inch  Mains  would  be  laid  throughout  the  village  controlled  by 
sluice  valves  and  provided  with  wash-out  hydrants  at  all  dead  ends.  The  cost  of 
carrying  out  such  a scheme,  including  the  cost  of  the  purchase  of  land  and  utilising  the 
existing  well,  would  be  £2,000.  Under  the  second  scheme,  projrosed  by  Messrs.  Smith 
and  Sons,  of  Brigg,  provision  is  made  for  deepening  and  cleaning  out  the  existing  well. 
There  would  be  one  set  of  pumps  and  an  oil  engine,  whilst  the  covered  service  Reservoir 
would  have  a storage  capacity  of  50.000  gallons.  3-inch  Mains  would  be  laid  through- 
out the  village  and  stand-pipes  erected  at  suitable  points.  The  total  cost  would  be 
under  £500. 

The  plans  were  remitted  to  the  Grasby  Parish  Council  for  their  consideration, 
but  nothing  has  been  finally  settled. 

Deepening  of  the  well  should  be  done  carefully,  becairse  the  blue  clay  is  not  far 
off.  It  is  important  to  conserve  the  existing  supply. 
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Soarby.  At  an  interview  in  December,  iMr  Foster,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Searby,  expressed 

his  desire  to  do  all  he  could  to  provide  the  village  with  a proper  supply  of  water.  He 
was  not  anxious  to  be  drawn  into  any  conjoint  scheme,  and  would  naturally  prefer,  if 
possible,  to  find  the  supply  on  his  own  property.  In  accordance  with  that  idea  he  would 
give  an  order  for  a bore  to  be  made  in  the  chalk  above  Searby  in  a field  marked  200  in 
the  25-in.  Ordnance  Map. 

I hope  he  will  be  fortunate  enough  to  strike  a tongue  of  Carstone  It  is  a 
sporting  chance,  and  in  the  event  of  failuie  attention  would  be  directed  to  the  Owmby 
springs  as  a source  of  supply.  I have  already  referred  to  these  springs  in  a previous 
Report. 

Middle  Rasen.  The  5Iarket  Rasen  Water  Oompany  are  considering  the  question  of  enlarging 

their  Mains,  a matter  of  considerable  interest  to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  because  it 
would  ensure  a more  regular  supply  for  Tealby  and  at  the  same  time  place  the  Company 
in  a position  to  deal  with  Middle  Rasen.  Indeed,  there  is  no  alternative  supply  at  all, 
and  the  existing  wells  will  not  bear  the  test  of  inspection  or  analysis 

This  question  has  been  cropping  up  recurrently  in  yearly  reports,  and  I hope 
that  we  are  now  on  the  way  to  a solution  of  the  difiSculty. 

Caboume.  There  has  been  a scarcity  of  water  during  the  year.  Methods  of  supply  have 

been  discussed,  and  are  at  present  under  consideration. 

Xorth  Kelsey  .A  Committee  was  appointed  to  enquire  into  this  question,  and  they  came  to  the 

conclusion  that  a supply  could  be  obtained  from  the  “Bye  Well”  at  North  Kelsey. 

Tlie  matter  has  been  referred  to  the  Parish  Council. 

Normanby-le-  The  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  was  drawn  to  the  need  of  a supply  to 

Wold.  farm-house  and  cottages  occupied  by  Mr  G.  L.  Francis.  The  house  well,  which 

also  supplies  the  stockyard,  is  unsatisfactory  in  capacity  and  quality.  At  present  water 
is  carted  for  domestic  use  and  often  for  the  stockyard  from  a spring  about  half-a-mile 
away. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

Caistor,  North  Kelsey,  and  South  Kelsey  have  Irrigation  Areas,  and  all  are  in 
good  working  order.  The  Keelby  Drainage  enters  into  two  streams — the  Caddie  Beck 
and  the  New  Beck  This  system  of  disposal  without  any  preliminary  treatment  is  crude 
and  unsatisfactory  It  leads  to  gross  pollution  of  streams,  and  is  a nuisance  to  people 
living  near  the  effluent.  In  order  to  study  the  question,  I prepared  a ground  plan  of 
the  drainage  of  the  village,  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Skipworth  and  Mr.  G M.  Thompson 
(the  local  Councillor).  The  result  shewed  that  it  would  be  better  if  the  sewage  at  the 
South  end  was  piped  across  the  field  or  fields  to  join  the  Caddie  Beck  lowe)'  down  at  a 
point  further  away  from  the  village  That  was  my  recommendation  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee,  as  was  also  the  provision  of  Settling  Tanks  and  some  form  of  Filter  Beds 
Detail.s  have  not  yet  been  settled,  but  meantime  Capt,  Pretyman  has  given  consent  for 
the  drain  to  be  taken  across  his  land 

The  small  villages  and  isolated  houses  in  the  low  country  drain  principally  into 
land  ditches,  which  are  cleaned  out  when  required. 

The  villages  in  the  Wold  .valleys  are  not  generally  drained.  Cesspools  aie 
extensively  used,  which  often  give  rise  to  trouble. 

There  are  comparatively  few  water-closets  in  the  district,  but  the  number  is 
steadily  increasing  The  water  carnage  system  is,  of  course,  preferable  to  other  modes 
of  disposal  in  those  parts  which  are  provided  with  a continuous  water  supply  and  a 
system  of  sewers. 

The  system  of  disposal  generally  in  use  is  by  means  of  combined  closets  and 
ashbins  which  are  cemented. 
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REEUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Caistor,  Keelby,  Limber,  and  North  Kelsey  are  provided  with  scavengers. 
Further  details  are  given  in  the  Inspector’s  Eeport. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  during  the  year,  including  one  from 
Market  Rasen.  There  were  no  return  cases 

The  scheme  for  extension  of  the  Hospital,  outlined  in  the  Report  for  1912,  was 
further  developed.  After  consideration  of  the  plans  and  estimates  (approximately 
£2,000),  the  Isolation  Hospital  Committee  recommended  that  application  be  made  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  for  permission  to  borrow  £2,000  The  report  of  the 
Committee  was  adopted  in  the  first  instance  by  a General  Meeting  of  the  District 
Council,  then  referred  back  for  further  consideration,  and  finally  rescinded  on  the  15th 
March.  1913,  on  the  ground  of  unnecessary  expense. 

Fresh  plans  and  estimates  were  presented  to  the  Hospital  Committee  on  the  21st 
June,  at  a meeting  held  on  the  Hospital  ground.  They  were  fully  considered,  and 
remitted  to  the  District  Council  on  the  19th  July,  with  a recommendation  to  ask  for 
permission  to  borrow  £1,800.  The  report  of  the  Committee  was  carried  by  the  District 
Council  on  the  2nd  August,  after  an  amendment  to  reduce  the  sum  to  £700. 

Of  course,  we  are  dealing  with  approximate  estimates,  w'hich  under  the  amended 
scheme  should  provide  for — 

1.  Administration  Block. 

2.  Eight  Beds  for  Diphtheria,  arranged  according  to  Plan  B in  the  Local 

Government  Board  memorandum. 

3.  Two  Beds  for  Typhoid. 

4.  Out-house  Block,  comprising  Laundry  Room  for  disinfection,  &c. 

5.  Furniture. 

6.  Ambulance. 

7.  Fencing,  Paths,  Water  Supply,  and  Drainage. 

There  is  no  separate  provision  made  for  Tuberculosis,  although  vacant  wards 
would  be  available  for  advanced  cases.  This  accommodation,  which  w'ould  be  condi 
tional  on  the  other  requirements  of  the  district,  may  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
County  Council ; but  if  nothing  short  of  a Tuberculosis  Block  will  suffice,  then  the 
County  Council  should  be  asked  what  grant  towards  capital  expenditure  and  mainten- 
ance charges  they  are  prepared  to  make. 

At  present  there  are  no  beds  available  for  advanced  cases,  and  as  a Local 
Authority  we  have  been  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  on  many  occasions.  That 
state  of  things  cannot  last  indefinitely,  and  we  should  tackle  the  question  at  once  and 
try  to  make  our  position  clear. 

INEECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  yeai'  was  43,  including  22 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  Cholera,  Typhus, 
Relapsing  or  Continued  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  or  Poliomyelitis.

Nine  cases  were  notified  as  follows : — Linwood  1,  Sixhills  1,  Walesby  Road, 
Market  Easen,  2,  Holton  1,  and  Middle  Rasen  4.  With  the  doubtful  exception  of  the 
case  at  Sixhills,  all  the  others  contracted  the  disease  at  Market  Rasen. 

Six  cases  were  notified  from  the  following  places : — Riby  4,  Limber  1,  and 
Olaxby  1. 

The  first  case  was  detected  by  the  School  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Levis.  On 
enquiry  I found  that  the  disease  had  been  imported  from  Sheffield  Four  of  the  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  epidemic  of  Measles  which  began  in  October,  1912,  continued  up  to  March, 
1913,  and  led  to  closure  of  nearly  all  the  Schools  in  the  district. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  District  Council  has  placed  a man  at  my  disposal  for  this  purpose.  The 
work  has  been  well  done. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Report  issued  last  year  observed  that  the  Housing  Committee  had  made  an 
attempt  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  Housing  Act,  1909.  Some  little  progress 
has  been  made,  and  the  Local  Government  Board,  after  public  enquiries,  have  agreed 
to  the  necessity  for  the  erection  of  six  houses  at  Nettleton,  eight  at  Caistor,  and  four  at 
Grasby 

Private  enterprise  has  erected  three  at  Nettleton,  two  at  Holton,  and  one  at 
North  Owersby. 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  two  houses  at  Rothwell  and  two  at  Keelby,  and 
two  are  likely  to  be  built  at  Riby. 

Land  can  be  obtained  at  Lissington  and  Swinhope. 

There  is  need  still  in  many  villages  for  new  houses,  and  it  is  hoped  that  landlords 
will  build  in  some  places. 

Houses  for  Policemen,  Roadmen,  and  Eailwaymen  ought  to  be  provided  by  their 
employers,  but  at  present  they  seem  content  to  leave  things  alone. 

The  work  of  the  Housing  Committee  would  probably  be  more  productive  if 
pressure  was  brought  to  bear  from  the  villages  or  from  the  powers  above.

Dampness  is  the  principal  defect  in  the  Housing  accommodation  of  the  district. 
Apart  from  structural  defects,  varying  porosity  of  bricks,  &c  , the  main  cause  is  defective 
surface  water  drainage.  The  line  of  safety  lies  in  the  provision  of  hollow  w’alls,  and  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  nearly  all  houses  built  during  the  year  conform  to  this  requirement. 

I have  been  able,  with  the  help  of  the  Road  Surveyor,  to  map  out  the  surface 
water  drainage  of  Caistor.  Two  of  the  main  drains  were  found  to  be  blocked,  and  two 
streets — North  Street  and  Mill  Lane — on  the  east  or  higher  side  of  the  town  were 
unprovided  for,  and  storm-water  poured  into  the  adjoining  yards.  Numerous  rain- 
water spouts  poured  their  contents  into  the  streets,  and  the  result  was  channelling. 
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road  erosion  and  soakage  into  the  foundations  of  bouses-  The  subject  claimed  the 
attention  of  the  Highways  Committee,  and  orders  were  given  to  remedy  existing  defects 
in  drains;  to  provide  surface  water  drainage  for  North  Stjeet  and  Mill  Lane,  and  to 
connect  rain-water  spouts. 

]jOwer  down  between  Caistor  and  River  Head,  the  behaviour  of  the  streams  is 
rather  puzzling  until  one  discovers  that  the  promoters  of  the  Caistor  Canal  Act  (1793) 
were  empowered  “to  supply  the  said  intended  canal,  whilst  making,  with  water  from 
“all  rivers,  brooks,  springs,  streams,  rivulets  and  watercourses  which  shall  be  found  in 
“digging  or  making  the  said  canal,  or  withiir  a distance  of  three  miles  from  any  part  of 
“the  said  canal.”  The  streams  converge  to  Riverhead,  and  unless  the  main  waterway, 
which  flows  into  the  Ancholme,  is  clear  of  obstruction,  there  is  serious  backing  up  of 
contributor}-  drains.  I am  glad  to  say  that  the  bed  of  the  canal,  which  has  been  silted 
up  for  some  years,  has  been  extensively  cleaned  out  during  the  year,  and  the  conditions 
are  altogether  more  satisfactory. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

Two  were  registered,  but  one  has  gone  out  of  occupation  during  the  year.  They 
were  in  good  condition  and  were  well  managed. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  public  Abattoirs  in  the  district.  The  private  Slaughter  Houses  are 
well  kept. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  of  milk  in  the  district  is  generally  deficient.  This  is  essentially  a 
stock-raising  country.  The  calves  run  with  the  cows,  and  milk  production  to  any 
extent  for  sale  is  almost  unknown  on  the  large  farms,  with  the  exception  of  a few  dairy 
farms  in  the  low  country,  which  export  milk  out  of  the  district,  and  do  not  appreciably 
affect  the  local  supply. 

The  custom  in  the  case  of  large  holdings  is  for  the  farmer  or  foreman,  as  the 
case  may  be.  to  keep  one  or  two  cows  for  his  own  use.  After  the  requirements  of  his 
household  have  been  met,  the  remainder  of  the  milk  is  churned,  and  the  skimmed  or 
separated  milk  is  offered  for  sale.  Butter-making  is  more  profitable  and  less  trouble- 
some in  sparsely  populated  areas  In  some  of  the  villages,  where  small  holdings  exist, 
the  difficulty  of  procui’ing  fresh  milk  is  not  felt  so  much,  because  the  demand  is  greater 
and  more  constant,  and  the  sale  becomes  profitable.  I have  found  that  fresh  milk, 
when  obtainable,  is  of  good  cjuality. 

DAIRIES  AND  COW  SHEDS. 

There  has  been  of  late  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  dairy  farms  in 
the  low  country.  It  takes  some  time  to  adjust  old  buildings  to  new  reciuirements,  and 
this  matter  has  had  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Committee.  The  farms  have  been 
regularly  inspected,  and  I am  bound  to  say  that  the  owners  have  shown  themselves 
anxious  and  willing  to  comply  with  our  suggestions.  The  old  system  of  approach  to 
the  milking  sheds  through  the  stockyard  has  been  altered  in  most  eases,  and  should 
entirely  cease.  It  is  uncleanly,  and  to  a large  exteht  neutralises  the  beneficial  effects 
of  better  ventilated  and  drained  milking  sheds. 

There  has  been  some  laxity  in  the  matter  of  registration.  Otherwise  there  are 
signs  of  improvement  all  round. 

INPANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  importance  of  this  question  can  hardly  be  over-estimated.  A low  rate  of 
infantile  mortality  means  a low  rate  of  mortality  in  childhood  adolescence  and  through- 
out adult  life;  and,  conversely,  a high  rate  of  infantile  mortality  means  a high  rate  of 
mortality  in  later  life.  These  facts  are  founded  on  statistics,  which  admit  of  no  other- 
explanation.  Briefly  speaking,  the  determining  factors  in  the  production  of  infantile 
mortality  are  the  sanitary  circumstances,  feeding  of  infants,  seasonal  conditions,  and 
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vice  and  alcoholism  in  parents.  The  predominant  cause  in  our  district  is  the  food 
supply  of  infants.  The  want  of  fresh  milk  is  often  acutely  felt,  and  I should  welcome 
any  solution  of  this  difficulty.  Many  babies  are  brought  ujr  on  skimmed  or  separated 
milk,  with  the  addition  of  some  form  of  malted  food  The  result  of  such  a dietary  is 
impoverished  constitution  and  lessened  powers  of  resistance  to  disease.  Breast  feeding, 
of  course,  is  always  recommended,  and  I am  fully  alive  to  the  good  work  done  in  this 
connection  by  our  district  nurses.  With  their  kindly  co-operation  I have  been  enabled 
to  pay  advisory  visits  to  cases  where  help  was  urgently  needed.  But  all  our  parishes, 
unfortunately,  are  not  provided  wdth  district  nurses  to  meet  this  want. 

The  Infantile  Death-rate  per  1,000  births  belonging  to  the  district  is  61-34  as 
compared  with  82-83  for  1912. 

MEAT. 

The  supply  of  Meat  in  the  district  is  good.  There  have  been  no  complaints. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  depends  very  much  on  the  condition  of  the  play- 
grounds. In  some  cases  during  wet  weather  they  are  soft  and  dirty,  and  mud  is  freely 
carried  into  the  School.  I recall  one  or  two  such  Schools,  particularly  Grasby,  where 
the  condition  of  the  playground  is  seriously  open  to  question. 

A few  Schools  are  still  provided  with  deep  vaults.  They  should  be  converted 
into  pail  closets,  or  connected,  where  possible,  with  the  water  carriage  system. 

Cloak-room  accommodation  is  often  deficient.  Garments  belonging  to  different 
families  may  be  seen  hanging  on  the  same  peg.  This  indiscriminate  mixing  of  clothes 
must  tend  to  the  spread  of  infection  and  other  undesirable  results  It  would  be  better, 
where  the  provision  is  limited,  if  pegs  were  allotted  to  children  coming  from  the  same 
household. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  system  of  heating  by  means  of  closed 
stoves  is  being  gradually  replaced  by  open  fireplaces.

DISINFECTION. 

This  has  been  carried  out,  as  before,  in  all  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  as  well  as 
in  Tuberculosis  and  other  diseases  and  in  schools.  In  these  and  other  large  buildings 
a powerful  sprayer  is  used,  charged  with  a strong  Formalin  solution.  In  houses 
Formalin  is  blended  with  Permanganate  Chips,  which  produces  a sudden,  searching  and 
powerful  disinfectant.  Clothes,  &c.,  are  immersed  in  a strong  Formalin  solution. 

HOUSING  INSPECTION. 

This  important  work  has  been  carried  out  as  quickly  as  other  calls  would  permit, 
and  the  details  have  been  entered  up  in  a permanent  form,  as  is  now  required.  As 
reported  last  year  the  work  has  revealed  a very  great  majority  of  houses  with  only  two 
bedrooms,  and  in  several  cases  rooms  which  are  quite  unfit  for  use  as  such.  In  others, 
which  perhaps  cannot  be  reported  as  absolutely  dangerous  to  health,  a great  lowering 
of  vitality  must  be  brought  about  The  most  general  neglect  of  repairs  is  still  found  in 
houses  belonging  to  small  freeholders  and  aged  owners  of  small  means  The  general 
defects  found  are  excessive  dampness  (pspecially  in  the  lower  part  of  the  district),  a 
great  want  of  proper  ventilation,  dilapidated  ceilings,  plastering  and  roofs.  In  a large 
number  of  houses  the  windows  are  found  permanently  fastened  up,  but  this  unfortunately 
is  not  looked  upon  as  a serious  defect  by  many  of  the  occupiers.  Dampness  results 
largelj'  from  the  house  walls  being  banked  up  with  soil.  This  has  been  removed  in 
many  cases  with  partial  improvement.  Closing  orders  were  made  in  eight  cases.  Of 
these,  four  were  still  occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year,  three  were  repaired,  and  one 
vacated.  More  closures  should  have  been  ordered  if  it  were  not  for  the  great  want  of 
habitable  houses  in  the  parishes  concerned.  In  such  villages  rents  are  always  found  to 
be  unreasonably  high  for  the  accommodation  offered.  A shortness  of  houses  exists,  in 
a very  varying  degree,  in  Keelby  (or  alternatively  Brocklesby),  Caistor,  Clixby,  Grasby, 
Nettleton,  Pdby,  Rothwell.  Somerby,  Swinhope,  Linwood,  and  Middle  Rasen.  Some 
repairs  have  been  made,  yet  progress  has  in  this  respect  been  slow.  Eight  new  houses 
were  built  during  the  year.  A Housing  Committee  was  formed  and  has  held  many 
meetings,  but  so  far  no  houses  have  yet  been  commenced  by  the  Council,  owing  to  the 
many  complications  and  difficulties  arising  from  the  procuring  of  sites,  questions  of 
economic  rentals,  Ac.  Tet  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  their  action  has  resulted  in 
some  stimulation  of  private  enterprise,  as  evinced  by  the  increased  number  of  plans 
recently  sent  in  for  confirmation  Owing  also  to  some  strong  recommendations,  these 
plans  have  shown  a slightly  larger  third  bedroom.  The  paving  of  backyards  and 
causeways  has  made  good  progress  during  the  year. 
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cow  SHEDS. 

These  now  number  59  on  the  Register,  containing  345  cows.  85  inspections  have 
been  made  at  short  but  irregular  intervals.  The  larger  sheds  are  good  in  structure, 
except  that  some  show  a great  want  of  ventilation  and  light.  The  floors,  channelling 
and  drains  are  generally  good  Several  small  cowkeepers  have  greatly  improved  their 
sheds.  Greater  attention  is  required  to  the  periodical  limewashing  of  the  walls,  but  the 
most  serious  defect  is  the  filthy  condition  of  the  cows’  flanks  and  udders — a condition 
nearly  universal,  and  one  which  the  Regulations  do  not  seem  to  touch.  Notices  are 
repeated  winter  after  winter,  but  they  are  almost  entirely  ignored,  with  the  result  that 
the  large  amount  of  filth  shown  in  the  buckets  at  milking  time  would  hardly  be  credited. 
Stronger  powers  for  the  suppression  of  this  nuisance  are  urgently  needed  A clause 
dealing  with  this  question  should  be  inserted  in  the  Regulations.  Clean  milk  is  quite 
impossible  under  the  conditions  generally  existing  in  the  district. 

DRAINAGE. 

No  public  drainage  has  been  laid  during  the  year.  On  private  property  a smaller 
number  of  blocked  drains  have  been  found  than  usual,  these  being  principally  confined 
to  a few  villages  where  the  cesspool  system  is  adopted — a system  which  in  a Rural 
District  should  be  got  rid  of,  where  possible.  Limber  is  one  of  these,  where  sewerage 
disposal  should  take  the  place  of  cesspools. 

CLOSETS  AND  ASHPITS. 

A considerable  number  of  new  closets,  combined  wdth  small  roofed  and  closed-in 
ashpits,  with  all  interiors  cemented,  have  been  built  during  the  year,  replacing  the  deep 
and  open  ashpits  which  are  so  ofifensive,  and  which  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  are 
fast  vanishing.  Moveable  pails,  pans  and  boxes  are  generally  very  unpopular  things 
amongst  the  labouring  classes  10  water-closets  have  been  substituted  for  dry  receptacles. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Complaints  as  to  bad  water  have  been  less  numerous  than  in  previous  years.  This 
arises  perhaps  from  the  fact  that  the  water  in  shallow  wells  in  porous  soil  has  not  been 
affected  so  much  by  heavy  rains,  the  rainfall  having  been  very  slight.  In  quantity,  how- 
ever. there  has  been  a great  scarcity  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  A continuous 
supply  is  provided  in  the  parishes  of  Caistor.  Holton,  Limber,  Nettleton,  Brocklesby, 
Claxby,  and  in  parts  of  South  Kelsey,  Tealby,  Walesby,  and  Normanby.  The  supply  in 
Nettleton  has  frequently  been  verj’  short,  owing  to  the  large  quantity  drawn  off  below 
the  village  for  non-domestic  purposes,  a condition  of  things  which  should  be  remedied. 
The  ilarket  Rasen  Water  Company  have  made  a considerable  extension  of  their  Mains 
in  Tealby.  A better  supply  is  much  needed  still  in  Cabourne,  Swallow,  Grasby,  North 
and  South  Kelsey.  Searby,  Wadingham,  Middle  Rasen,  Thornton,  and  Toft 

OVERCROWDING. 

This  has  not  prevailed  much  during  the  year,  from  a legal  point  of  view,  only  two 
eases  having  been  reported.  There  have,  however,  been  many  just  on  the  border  line 
in  the  numerous  two-roomed  houses,  with  a gi’eat  mingling  of  the  sexes  and  consider- 
able indecency. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  these  have  been  frequently  inspected  on  my  visits 
to  the  different  paidshes.  They  vary  extremely  in  their  characteristics.  In  Cabourne 
and  iwallow  they  are  bad  and  offensive,  and  quite  unfit  to  be  used  or  seen  by  young 
children.  Caistor  National  School  and  Bishop’s  Norton  have  large  vaults,  that  of  the 
former  only  being  emptied  at  very  long  intervals,  amounting  to  some  years  it  is  said. 
This  School  should  have  water  closets. 

SCAVENGING. 

There  has  been  no  extension  during  the  year.  This  might  be  carried  out  with 
advantage  in  some  places  It  is  still  confined  to  Caistor,  Keelby,  North  Kelsey,  and 
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Limber.  In  Caistor  scavenging  was  better  done  than  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  more 
satisfactory  in  North  Kelsey,  while  in  Limber  the  scavenger  still  continues  to  be  such 
only  in  name. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  only  two  registered  houses,  which  are  under  the  same  management,  and 
have  been  kept  in  good  order.  One  house,  however,  needs  some  repairs  at  the  hands 
of  the  landlord.  Very  frequent  inspections  are  made. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  are  8 in  number  and  are  not  registered.  I have  made  45  inspections  at 
irregular  intervals,  and  have  not  found  much  to  complain  of,  except  a want  of  periodical 
limewashing  here  and  there. 

BAKE  HOUSES. 

These  are  6 in  number  and  are  generally  kept  in  fairly  good  order. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  I have  not  had  much  trouble  in  getting  notices  properly 
carried  out,  and  I have  only  in  one  case  had  to  do  the  work  in  default  of  compliance 
with  notices,  viz.  : — the  laying-on  of  water  to  8 houses  in  Quarry  Terrace,  Caistor,  the 
property  of  Bower’s  Exors. 

I have  attended  all  the  Meetings  of  the  Council  and  Sanitary  Committee  except 
one,  when  I was  absent  owing  to  illness.

The  classification  and  numbering  of  Causes  of  Death  are  those  of  the  “ Short  List  ” on 
Page  XXV.  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Death,  which  should  be 
consulted  and  followed  in  all  cases  of  doubt. 

Copies  of  tkhis  Manual  were  distributed  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  1912  by  the 
Registrar-General,  and  may  be  purchased  either  directly  or  through  any  bookseller  from 
Wyman  & Sons,  Fetter  Lane,  E.C.,  price  1/-. 

(a)  All  “ Transferable  Deaths  ” of  residents,  i.e  , of  persons  resident  in  the  District  who  have 
died  outside  it,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  Columns  2-10.  Transferable 
deaths  of  non-residents,  i.e , of  persons  resident  elsewhere  in  England  and  Wales  who 
have  died  in  the  District,  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  these  columns.  For  the 
precise  meaning  of  the  term  “Transferable  Deaths,”  see  footnote  to  Table  1. 

The  total  deaths  in  Column  2 of  Table  3 should  < qual  the  figures  for  the  year  in  Column  12 
of  Table  1. 

(61  All  deaths  occurring  in  institutions  for  the  sick  and  infirm  situated  within  the  district, 
whether  of  residents  or  of  non-residents,  are  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  Table  3. 

(c)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to  be 
classed  as  “Certified;”  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  classed  as  “Uncertified.” 

{d)  Exclusive  of  “ Tuberculous  Meningitis  ” (10),  but  inclusive  of  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis.
